® On the opening day of the convention of 
the American Federation of Labor eight reso- 
lutions were introduced calling for the lifting 
of the Executive Council’s illegal suspension 
of the ten unions affiliated with the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization. 

Only two resolutions—both sponsored by 
the leader of the reactionary diehards, John 
P. Frey—demanded further action against 
the C. I. O. unions. 

On the second day seventeen more reso- 
lutions on the C. I. O. issue were introduced. 

Only one called for condemnation of the 
C.1.0. 

This lineup—24 renchutione against the 
Executive Council’s splitting policy and only 
three resolutions for it—is eloquent testi- 
mony to the sentiment of the overwhelming 
majority of the A. F. of L. membership. 

Frey is acting not only against the inter- 
ests of the A. F. of I. as a whole, but against 
the interests of the metal trades which he 
professes to represent. A successful drive in 
the steel industry would not only build a 
powerful industrial union in steel, but would 
greatly strengthen the machinists and other 
craft metal unions around that industry. 

Unity in the A. F. of L. is the great need. 
But that unity will not be furthered by the 
kind of unity“ talks and rhetorical appeals 
that President William Green is indulging in.
